Last week we published an account of 
the shooting and wounding of Dr. Ellis 
Haynea at Dixon, Webater county, on the 
night of the 4lh instant, by one E L. Price.

Price came down the street, and when he 
got near enough to recognise Haynes he 
advanced upon the party. Haynea had just 
made some remark to one of the gentlemen, 
when Price impudently called out, "Oh, 
you dry up." An old grudge was pending 
between the two men, and both had, on pre-

a pistol gave Price over his enemy, who al- 
ways went unarmed. As soon a* Price in- 
terrupted him in the ungentlemanly man- 
ner indicated, Dr. Haynes sprung to his feet, 
and a few hot, fierce words passed between 
the two, when Price drew his pistol and pre- 
sented it fall at Haynea' stomach. The lat- 
ter sprang forward and seised Price's weap- 
on hand, pushing it downward as the would- 
be assaasin pulled the trigger, the ball en- 
tering Haynes' thigh as stated laat week. 

The above (and for its correctnesi we do 
not hesitate to vouch) places the matter in 
an entirely different aspect, and presents 
Price aa the aggressor instead of Haynes, 
and places the former in his rightful pac- 
tion of an armed ruffian seeking to murder 
nn unarmed foe. but lacking the courage t< 
warn him of his intention in order that h< 
might prepare himself for the defense of 
his life.
